Australia’s wool clip for the next 
season is estamited at 3,036,000 bales 
as compared with 2,930,000 bales for 
the last season, The average, bale 
weight for the new season is estimat- 
ed at 305 pounds, giving a total clip 
of 925,980,000. pounds 4s compared 
with 902,444,000 pounds last year.

The cotivention was addressed by 
the Minister of Education-Car Ontario, 
Hon, Dr. L. J. Simpson, ang thende- 
puty minister, Dr. Duncan McArthur, 
both of whom stressed th, efforts be- 
ing made by the provincial govern- 
ment to extend musical education in 
the schools of the province, and pro- 
mised whole-hearted co-operation in 
the work of the new association. 

Dr. Howard Hanson, director of the 
Eastman School of Music in Roches- 
tor, N. Y¥., delivered a stirring address 
at (he annual banquet. He praised the 
work being done by Ontario's music 
teachere and urged them to consider 
always that “the art of music. must 
tet be for art’s sake but rather for 
the sake of its influence on the life 
of the community and the nation.” 

Sir Xrnest MacMillan, principal of 
the Toronto Conservatory of Musi, 
charged the delegates with the task 
of “fostering the idea that the study 
of music for.its own sake is valuable 
in itself and clarifying the public’s 
coaception of what const:tutes a mu- 
sical education.” 

The old-fashioned idea of music as 
a mere medium for “showing off,” 
Sir Ernest declared, seemed to by, on 
its death bed. “The average stander? 
of technical ability has grown enor- 
mously in recent years ang audiences 
have grown correspondingly exact- 
ing. Yet so poorly informed is our 
public of what a musical education is 
that many children are refused m.- 
sic lessons simply because they show 
no aptitude for a concert caveer, not- 
withstanding the fact that the num- 
ber of students likely to win success 
as public performers is vety small, 
and those will never be content with 
anything else are in many cases doom- 
ed to disappointment.”

King Edward VIII will b, crowned 
at Westminster next May with an 
Edwardian coronet. The St. Edward 
crown, with which the new King will 
actually be crowned, was originally 
made ‘or the coronation of Charles IT 
by Sir Robert Vyner. It is nearly as 
possible a copy of the ancient crown 
worn by all kings from Edward the 
Confessor up to the time of Charles 
I, which was destroyed in the Crom- 
Wellian period. 

The Overseas Mail says the royal 
sceptr, still remains much in its or- 
igimal (1662) form, except that it now 
includes the famous diamond the Star 
of Africa, the largest section of the 
great Cullinan stone. 

Of course, for the coming corona- 
tion the State crown will be altered 
to its original shape as made _for| 
Queen Victoria. It contains some very 
ancient gems—the great sapphire 
from the crown of Charles IT; the 
k Prince’s ruby, which dates back 
to Tsefour large egg-shaped pearls 
reputed to be the earrings of Queen 
Elizabeth; and a large sapphire said 
to come from the ring of Edward the 
Confessor and to give its owner the 
power of curing the cramps. This 
crown is valued at a million dol- 
lars, and = contains precious 
stones.
